He shows
the beoett of the Exchange to the State at large
ari the yalpe of utilizing labor immediately,
which he helds cannot be hosrded like gold,
One of the siatistical tables shows that more
than two thirds of the total number of males
cmployed were farm bands and general luborers,

liere bhad also, during the quarter, been a
steady dewand for other classes, which could
not be blled owing to the scareity of competent
workmen, There were orders for eight hundred
tud sevenly more men than conld v2 supplied
durivg the mouth of July. A earefully prepared
